attended a' total of 8277 days.

means that the average attendance for 
ea(‘h child was 55 days.

average term of 2 months and 3 weeks 
for each of the 152 children.

If thf* 2 months and .‘I wf*(*ks 
were attended regularly the children 
would have a much Ix'tter chtimx* to 
get ,*ihe.ad iu their .studie.s.
